Poultry  used  in  canning  and  other  processed  foods  in  March  totaled 
15^369^000  pounds  ready-to-cook  weight,  compared  with  15,1^06,000  pounds  in 
March  last  year.  The  quantity  cons  is  ted  of  13,2lj.3^000  pounds  of  chickens  and 
2,126,000  pounds  of  turkeys.  Mo  comparisons  with  last  year  are  available  for 
the  various  classes  used. 

The  quantity  of  poultry  certified  under  Federal  inspection  during  March 
totaled  57^038,000  pounds,  compared  with  30,803,000  pounds  a year  earlier.  Of 
this  total,  5l^751j 000  pounds  were  chickens  and  other  poultry  and  5^287,000 
pounds  were  turkeys.  During  March  1955^  the  quantity  of  poultry  certified 
consisted  of  26,696,000  pounds  of  chickens  and  I4.,  187,000  pounds  of  turkeys.
